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Report of County Road System 


To the Warden and Members of the County Council of 
the County of Norfolk: 


Gentlemen: 


I beg leave to present to your honorable body my twen- 
ty-third annual report on the Norfolk County Road System. 


At the January Session of 1938 the County Council pass- 
ed a By-Law providing for a total expenditure of $225,000. 
The said By-Law was submitted for approval to the Depart- 
ment of Highways. The County was advised later that the 
Department would not subsidize the County an expenditure 
greater than $210,000. The Road Committee was therefore 
structed to make their estimates in accordance with this 
amount. The Financial By-Law of the County passed at the 
June Session provided a rate of 3.46 mills, which would raise 
$104,932.45, which with the estimated subsidy, provided a 
total amount of $209,864.90 for expenditure on the County 
Road System. The accounts passed by the County Road 
Committee amounted to $194,831.00. The estimated Govern- 
ment Grant is $96,034.02.

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The construction was carried on in accordance with the 
estimates and the following are the more important works: 


On Road 7 the work consisted of grading 3% miles, 7 
miles of gravelling and the construction of the necessary cul- 
verts at a total cost of $18,648,84 up to December 9th. This 
work was divided into four different jobs. No. 1 in Wood- 
house, No. 2 in Charlotteville, and Job 3 and 4 in North Wal- 
singham. On Job 1, 2 and 3 a gasoline shovel was hired to 
assist in the grading. The following is a more detailed state- 
ment of this work. The principal item in this work is as fol- 
lows: 


Job No. 1—Total cost of grading including labor, fencing, 
and two culverts is $3,001.75; cost of shovel work is $855.00;

AND WHEREAS the total amount of the revenues of 
the Corporation as set out in the Financial Statement for 1939, 
not including revenues derivable or derived from arrears of 
taxes, borrowings and issue of debentures, is $406,529.95. 


AND WHEREAS the total amount heretofore authoriz- 
ed to be borrowed for year 1940 for the purposes mentioned 
sn sub-section of section 339 of The Municipal Act is $284,- 
570.00, of which the Corporation has not already borrowed 
any sum. 


THEREFORE THE COUNCIL OF THE CORPORA- 
™ION OF THE COUNTY OF NORFOLK hereby enacts as 
follows: 


1. The Warden and the Treasurer are hereby authorized 
on behalf of the Corporation to borrow from time to time, by 
way of promissory notes from the Bank of Montreal, or from 
such other source to the best interests of the County, a sum 
not exceeding in the aggregate $284,570.00, to meet until the 
levies are collected, the current expenditures of the Corpora- 
tion for the year, including the amounts required for the pur- 
poses mentioned in sub-section (1) of the said section 339, 
and to give on behalf of the Corporation to the Bank or other 
persons a promissory note or notes, sealed with the Corpor- 
ate Seal and signed by them for the moneys so borrowed with 
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interest at a rate not exceeding four and one-half per cent. 
(414%) per annum, which may be paid in advance or other- 
wise. 


2 All sums borrowed from the said Bank orf other 
sources for any or all of the purposes mentioned in said sec- 
tion 339, shall, with interest thereon, be a charge upon the 
whole of the revenues of the Corporation for the current 
year and for all preceding years, as and when such revenues 
are received. 


3. The Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed to 
apply in payment of all sums borrowed pursuant to the au- 
thority of this By-Law, as well as all other sums borrowed 
in this year and any previous years from the said Bank, or any 
other persons for any and all of the purposes mentioned in 
said section 339, together with the interest thereon, all of 
the moneys hereafter collected, or received on account or 
realized in respect of the levies for the current year and pre- 
ceding years, and all the money collected or received from 
any other source, which may jawfully be applied for such 
purpose.
